nue, last Tuesday and stayed with his friend 
Max Klein, in whose saloon he tried to 
make away with himself. He seemed 
deeply grieved by his troublesand talked of 
suicide to his friends, but he was not sup- 
posed to be in earnest. 

This morning, however, he began to make 
his preparations. One of his closest triends, 
and 4 man who worked for him, was Warren 
Barnes, He wrote a letter to him in his stu- 
dio about 9 o’clock, and handed it 
to him, telling him what he was 
going todo. Karnes was so frightened by 
his talk that he ran around to 1427 Pine street, 
where E. H. Bell, a friend of Wolff’s runs a

A BLOODY COLLISION MAY OCCUR 


AT ANY TIME. 


Leading Citizens Send an Urgent Mes- 
sage to Oolorado Oongressmen in 
Washington—Gov. Waite Asks Gen. 
McOook to Withdraw Federal Troops 
~—Orders From the War Department 
Awaited. 


Denver, Colo., March 16.—The city was 
comparatively quiet at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing. All hostilities had been suspended 
awaiting the result of the conference be- 
tween Gen. McCook, commanding the Gov- 
ernment troops, and Gav. Waite and ais ad- 
visers. 

Five companies of the 7th United States 
Infantry were encamped at the Union Depot 
ready to move on the City Hall at a moment’s 
notice should the Governor request them to 
do 80. 

The militia had been withdrawn from the 
City Hall, and the streets leading to the 
building, which yesterday afternoon were 
packed with 40,0009 people, were almost de- 
serted. The police force, greatly reinforced 
since yesterday, still stood under arms at the 
City Hall. The fighting force numbered 
about 350 men, and they said that under no 
circumstances would they surrender. 

Gov. Waite had ordered all companies of 
the Colorado National Guardsto be at their 
armories at 9 o’clock this morning. The 
guards pumber 585 enlisted men, ten com- 
missioned officers and a four gun battery. 

Gov. Waite appeared to entertain some 
fear for his life. All last night and to-day 
his house was guarded by a detachment of 
the State militia, and noone was allowed to 
enter until after his business had been stated 
andthe Executive given his consent to see 
the visitor. 

This city was practically under martial law 
the greater part of yesterday and last night, 
and Gov. D. H. Waite has declared his pur- 
pose to make still another attempt to install 
the new Police Commissioners in office. 

From 2 p. m. yesterday until late last night 
200 State militiamen surrounded the Clty 
Hall, with two 12-pound cannon and a gat- 
ling gun trained ready for instant bombard- 
ment. The building was garrjsoned by the 
entire police force of 100 men, under com- 
mand of Chief-of-Police Stone, and 100 spe- 


cial Geputy. sheriffs, commanded by Sheriff

About dark Gov, Waite called on Gen. Me- 
Cook for the assistance of the United States 
regulars stationed at Fort Logan and 300 of 
these soldiers were brought down to the 
depot and held there awaiting orders.

The sons, Felix H. and Otto 
Hunicke, went into the hat business under 
the firm name of Hunicke Bros. In time 
they admitted asa partner, their brother- 
in-law, Count von Edner,

A BLOODY COLLISION= MAY OCCUR 
AT ANY TIME. 


Leading Citizens Send an Urgent Mes- 
sage to Oolorado Oongressmen in 
Washington—Gov. Waite Asks Gen. 
McCook to Withdraw Federal Troops 
—Orders From the War Department 
Awaited. 


DenveR, Colo., March 16.—The city was 
comparatively quiet at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing. All hostilities had been suspended 
awaiting the result of the conference de- 
tween Gen, McCook, commanding the Gov- 
ernment troops, and Gov. Waite and ais ad- 
visers. 

Five companies of the 7th United States 
Infantry were encamped at the Union Depot 
ready to move on the City Hall at a moment’s 
notice should the Governor request them to 
do 80. 

The militia had been withdrawn from the 
City Hall, and the streets leading to the 
building, which yesterday afternoon were 
packed with 40,000 people, were almost de- 
serted. The police force, greatly reinforced 
since yesterday, still stood under arms at the 
City Hall. The fighting force numbered 
about 350 men, and they said that under no 
circumstances would they surrender. 

Gov. Waite had ordered all companies of 
the Colorado National Guardsto be at their 
armories at 9 o’clock this morning. The 
guards number 585 enlisted men, ten com- 
missioned officers and a four gun battery. 

Gov. Waite appeared to entertain some 
fear for his life. All last night and to-day 
his house was guarded by a detachment of 
the State militia, and noone was allowed to 
enter until after his business had been stated 
andthe Executive given his consent to see 
the visitor.

Hunicke Bros., Wholesale Hatters, Make 
an Assignment, 


Felix H. Hun icke, doing business .as Hun- 
icke Bros., wholesale hat dealers, at 706 
Lucas avenue, to-day assigned to Attorney 
William O. Jones, as trustee for 
creditors. The assets are estimated at 
$75,000. The liabilities are unknown, but 
probably amount to about $100 more 
than that figure. The immediate cause of 
the failure is said to be family differences. 
Mr. Hunicke is a son of a wealthy 
hat dealer, who was a member 
ofthefirmof the Gaunss-Hunicke Hat Co. 
until his death, eightorten years ago, The 
elder Hunicke left an estate val- 
ved at several hundred thousand dol- 
lars. He devised the whole of it 


to his widow. The sons, Felix H. and Otto 
Hunicke, went into the hat business under 
the firm name of Hunicke Bros. In time 
they admitted asa partner, their brother- 
in-law, Count von Ed nor, who 
had in the meantime married 
a daughter of the elder Hunicke. Accord- 
ing to the story told by James C. Jones, 
Judge W. C. Jones’ son and law partner, out 
of tke father’s, estate, the mother 
advaneed large sums of money to 
and the son-in-law. as the 
the frm required. These 

ces began some five years ago, And, it 
is said, were looked upon the sons as re- 
mittances from their patrimony rather than 
as loans. The money which thus passed 
from the estate to the firm 
in time amounted to $112,000. 


THE COUNT IN FAVOR. 
About ten months ago Otto Hunicke and 
Count Von Edner withdrew from the 
firm, and Felix H. Hunicke was 
obliged to carry alone the burdens 


of the concern. It is said that the noble 
son-in-law supplanted the sons in the 
affections of the mother who had charge of 
the estate.

Long before Judge Bradloy appeared 
there was not a vacant seat in the court- 
room, many Congressmen and other men of 
prominence in public lite being among the 
spectators. They thought the plaintiff’s side 
of the case would be closed and the hand of 
the defense revealed when the trial opened. 
But ifthepublic was disappointed in not seeing 
the distinguished defendant inthe role of a 
witness striving to break the strong chain of 
evidence against him, this disappointment 
had its full compensation when the famous 
plaintif® herself faced the jury to tell the 
story of her wrongs and ruin. 

Counsel forthe defense gave no evidence 
that they were at all nonplussed by the fact 
that Miss Pollard’s lawyers had exeeuted this 
flank movement near the close of their case. 

When Miss Pollard appeared to-day she 
looked somewhat worn by the strain of the 
trial. Sbe was, as usual, dressed in Diack 
and wore a thin veil which was removed 
when she began hertestimony. Breckin- 
ridge’s face was beaming when de 
entered the room and shook hands 
with the array of lawyers and his relatives 
around the tables of the defense.

Senator McPherson 
holds the balance of power. His vote would 
turn the scale either way. Great pressure 
has been brought to bear upon him during 
the past few days to join hands with 
the Republicans and eliminate the income 
tax fromthe bill. Senator Aldrich definitely 
promised to deliver the five Republican 
votes, and the argument has been advanced 
over and over again to Senator McPherson 
that, as he is the only Northeastern Demo- 
erat of the commmittee, and that the Nortn- 
gast is supposed to be opposed to the meas- 
Ure, it was his duty to disregard ordinary 
Gemands of party fealty and make an un- 
favorable report. The Senator’s eyes flashed 
fire when your correspondent asked him if 
there was any truthin the rumor that he 
might be induced to yield to these influences. 
Jean not conceive,’’ he said vehemently, 
how any honorabie man could think it 
possible that lorany other Democratic Sena- 
tor would be guilty ot so base a betrayal of 
bis party.

The report assumes to show that the pur- 
pose of the Government has been to relieve 
the ‘‘weaklings’’ from the burden of taxa- 
tion and place it onthe shoulders of those 
detter able to bear it. The effort, says the 
Consul, has succeeded, and it has been ap- 
preciated and the Government rewarded by 
the largest majority known in years. 

The new scheme of taxation, priefly stated 
by Consul Connelly, is: First, a graduated 
land tax. The property tax was repealed in 
1891, having proved to a grievous burden. 
All improvements on land up to $15,000 were 
exempt; all above were taxed. The 
deduction of mortgages and or improve- 
ments to this amount rendered many 
owners of land exempt from land tax. In 
addition to the ordinary land taxa grad- 
uated tax is levied and for this all improve- 
ments are deducted, but an owner is not 
allowed to make any deductions for mort- 
gages owing by him and he has not to in- 
clude in his return any mortgages owing to 
him. This tax is only laid upon lands ex- 
ceeding in value $25,000 less improvements, 
and ranges from 44 to 2d per £1. 

Absentee landlords are taxed 20 per cent in 
addition, and this is considered justifiable, 
as there are many large owners living in 
England drawing large incomes from the 
colony without recompense. There is also 
an income tax from which there are many 
exemptions. For instance, all incomes from 
mortgages and rents from lands or produce 
of land derived by the owner or occupler are 
exempt. The result is that only a smal! pro- 
portion of the people pay this tax, which 
though conceded to be just, is regarded with 
aversion, owing to its inguisitorial cuarac- 
ter. Close scrutiny of the lists has been re- 
paid by many additions. The graduated tax 
on and values over $25,000 was intended to 
compel possessors of large estates or specu- 
lative holders to subdivide and offer the land 
for settlement. The Consul says it is having 
the desired effect, and many of the immense 
estates are being offered tothe Government 
at their tax values, while others are being 
cut up In farms and offered at auction. 


STABBED TO THE HEART. 


Killing of Farmer Johnstonin Alabama, 
Near Huntsville. 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala., March 16.—Richmond R. 
Terrell, a prominent farmer, and Silas John- 
ston, a tenant, had a bloody duelto the 
death on Terrell’s farm near this city yester- 
day evening. 

Terrell had advanced money to Johnston to 
makeacrop. Johnston threw up the job 
after a week’s work and came witha wagon 
to move his goods from his house on Terrell’s 
place. Terrell refused to let the goods go 
until Johnston paid him for the advances 
made. 

Thereupon Johnston knocked Terrell down 
with a club. Terrell lay stunned fora mo- 
ment but later got to his knees with his 


knife in hand and cut Johnston to the heat. 
Johnston died immediately. Terrell sur- 
rendered. 


Druggist Nichelis in Trouble. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 16.—Chagged 
with criminal intimacy with his hostess, 
Mrs. Willis Graham, Clinton G. Nichells, a 
wholesale druggist of Kansas City, was ar- 
rested at his home on Aldrich avenue last 
evening.

THE OBSTACLE IDENTIFIED. 

It is now given out that debate on the 
tariff bill will not begin until April 1. 
This is not because time is needed to per- 
fect the measure, for it has already been 
thoroughly studied by experts of long ex- 
perience. The reason for the delay is in- 
volved in mystery, but perhaps the follow- 
ing statement of the purposes of the Sugar 
Trust may throw some lignt on the sub- 
ject: | 
1. To defeat, if possible, all tarif legisla - 
tion and thus leave the trust in possession 
of its protection of 4% cent per pound duty 
on refined sugar—worth about $20,000,000 a 
year. 

2. To delay action as long as possible—ev- 
ery month’s delay being worth more than 
$1,000,000 to the trust. 

3. To substitute a protective duty on sugar, 
like that now before the full Senate Commit- 
tee, instead of the free sugar of the Wilson 
bill. 

The substitute proposed is worth 510, - 
000, 000 a year to the robbers and every dol- 
lar of itis pure plunder—so much money 
abstracted from the pockets of the people 
without an equivalent. If they cannot get 
this they will prevent action of any kind 
as long as possible and under the provi- 
sions of the present law will rake in §1,- 
500, 000 a month. 

Had it not been for this trouble with the 
sugar men the bill would have been re- 
ported long ago. The other protected in- 
terests are willing to accept the protection 
offered in the Wilson bill and are probably 
as anxious as anybody to see the whole 
subject. settled. But with the sugar in- 
terest it is different. The millions ex- 
pected from a very small protection are 
divided among a comparatively few men, 
who have already drawn fortunes from the 
business, and they are unwilling to give 
up the smallest part of that plunder. 

This is the ‘nigger in the woodpile.“ 
The question is narrowed down to a choice 
between the most Democratic and just tax 
known—the income tax, and a duty on one 
of the prime necessaries of life levied for 
the further enrichment of Havemeyer and 
Claus Spreckels at the cost of the consum- 
ers. The Senate opposition to the income 
tax is not because it is unpopular, but 
because it stands in the way of one profit- 
able to the employers of the retained 
Senators. 


THE RIGHT OF ASYLUM. 


‘In connection with the action of the 
Portuguese Admiral in giving protection 
to Admiral Da Gama and his followers a 
remarkable statement is given out on the 
authority of some person connected with 
the State Department. It is affirmed that 
the principle of international law by which 
the right of asylum is granted to a defeated 
rebellious force has become obsolete and 
is not recognized by most nations except 
in the case of half-civilized or wholly bar- 
barous peoples. 

So far from the principle of international 
law upon which the right of asylum is 
based becoming obsolete and falling into 
non-recognition it is stronger now than 
it ever was in the world’s history. It has 
grown and strengthened with the growth 
of civilization. The principle embodies a 
moral obligation based upon a law of hu- 
manity which must gain strength with 
every advance of the nations in enlighten- 
ment and equity. There never was a time 
when the principle was so zealously sus- 
tained, when the right of revolution and 
the right of defeated revolutionists to ex- 
emption and protection from punishment 
was so generally recognized and defended. 

If it had been said thatthe practice of 
appealing to the right of asylum had al- 
most become obsolete there would be truth 
in the statement. But the disuse of the 
practice grows out of the strength of the 
principle and the universality of its recog- 
nition, Civilisied peoples have accepted 
the law of humanity upon which the right 
of asylum is founded asa binding obliga- 
tion and have actedin accordance with it

The Carnegies and Havemeyers, with 
their retained Senators, trained lobbyists 
and workingmen’s petitions and slush 
funds, have got the Government to do ex- 
actly what the Los Angeles and 
Massillon armies want it to do—pro- 
vide for one class of citizens at 
the expense of another. They are smart 
enough and have money enough to do it in 
a more effectual manner than the poor 
fools who are now inviting condemnation 
and scorn by trying in a rough and im- 
possible way to get a share of govern- 
mental favors. 

The ignorant demagogues who pro- 
pose to lead foolish workmen into 
trouble have learned the paternalism 
they preach from the people’s repre- 
sentatives. As long as the country 
suffers the horde of greedy plutocrats to 
hold up the governmentit must not be 
surprised if armies of hungry workmen 
thunder at the capitol doors.

During the present Congress the House has 
passed a bill to change in some respects the 
methods now in vogue in some of the courts, 
bat it has not yet been acted on in the 
Senate. It has been determined theréfore 
ted in securing the needed 
legislation to have the propositions added as 
amendments to the sundry bill now pending 
inthe Hoy-e. These amendments have been 
prepared by Representative Wolverton of 
Pennsylvania at the instance of the Judiciary 
Committee. All the amendments have the 
approval of the Department of Justice. They 
provide substantially as follows: 

United States Marshals are prohibited from 
charging more than the actual traveling ex- 
penses for prisoners and guards, instead of 
10 cents per mile as now allowed by law. 

No fees are to be paid to Marsnals for exe- 
cuting any warrant from a United states 
Commissioner unless the same shall have 
been executed within fifty days after issue. 

No person who holds an office or employ- 
Ment under the Government shall receive 
Compensation for discharging the duties of 
any other office oremploy ment. 

The fees of clerks of courts are limited to 
$3,000, and one person may be clerk of the 
Circuit and District Courts at the same time 
at not exceeding $3,500 per year. 

Commissioners’ fees are limited to $1,500. 

Naturalization fees are fixed as follows: 
Filing declaration of intentions, $1; final 
papers, $2; and clerks of courts are required 
to retain as part of their emoluments all fees 
for naturalization. The fees of commission- 
ers are limited by making some changes in 
existing laws. 

For all services where there is no arrest $1 
is to de charged; tor a hearing and binding 
over on a criminal charge and all services in 
the case, $, and no more. A fee of $5 is also 


fixed for hearing and deciding in the case of 
persons charged with an offense under a 
tr 8 of $5 per day as now.

BABY IN AN INCUBATOR. 


Means Employed to Save the Life of the 
Mite of a New York Millionaire. 


New York, March 16.—A tiny baby girl, 
prematurely born, hardly two pounds in 
weight, the daughter of Millionaire E. C. 
Haight, is being nurtured in an incubator in 
the hope that artificial means may assist 
nature in developing the wee bit of humanity 
into healthful Dabyhood. The incubator’s 


occupant was born Feb. 26, thrse months be- 
fore its time. The mother died shortly 
after. The little child, which had been 
placed in the care of one of the trained 
nurses who had been called, did not die, as it 
was expected that it surely would. ‘The 
nurse wrapped it up in warm flannel and 
kept it very warm. 

The doctors did not think it would be pos- 
sible to prolong the life of the-human mite 
for more than an hour ortwoat the most, 
but as they talked over the matter the 
thought of adopting the rare method of call- 
ing a baby-incubator into requlsition came to 
them. The father’s grief over the death of 
his wife they thought would be in a measure 
assuaged if the little baby could be kept 
alive to grow up as other little girl babies 
ao, and, although they had not much faith 
in thelr plan, they declded to get an incu- 
bator, if there was one to be had, 

W. G. Robinson is the inventor of an neu- 
bator. lle has since given much thought to 
the construction of an incubator for prema- 
turely born babies. 

It was to his place that the physicians 

hastily sent a messenger witk an orderto 
himto bring around his baby incubator 
withouta moment’s delay. He found one 
available in his shopand started post haste 
for the Haight residence. There the doctors 
were anxiously awaiting him. Robin- 
son was taken right into the room 
where the mother had died and where the 
child had been born. There, with some 
rubber tubing, he connected the incubator 
with the gas fixture, and soon had acurrent 
of heat passing through it which heated the 
water wall through which it passed and gave 
to the oven within tie proper temperature, 
about 100 deg. or slightly over. 
Into the little swinging bed of cotton wad- 
ding within the oven the wee girl baby was 
then placed and the glass doors were shut. 
Developments were then eagerly watched by 
the physicians and nurses. The baby had 
not been in the incubator more than two 
hours when its respiration became quite reg- 
ular and it showed other signs of the return 
ofa healthy life. 

Carefully it has been watched since. Mr. 
Robinson has repeatedly been summoned to 
the house to see that everything was all 
right. Once ne had to move the incubator 
from the room in which he had first placed 
it, the room in which the mother had died 
and the child had been born, toa rear room, 
so that the former might be fumigated. ihat 
was on the day of the funeral. 

Jo- day is the twentieth day of the baby’s 
incarceration in the incubator. All has gone 
well. It has gained probably two pounds in 
weight and is probably an inch and a half 
taller than at the time ot birth. Food, in the 
shape of malted milk, is administered with a 
small bottle of ordinary pattern. When as 
occasionally bappens, the little one is taken 
from the incubator for an instant, a warm 
blanket is thrown over her little bed and all 
is lifted out. It would be death to the child 
if the cold air—and the air of a well-heated 
room would be cold toit—should strike it. 
Now the tot cries like an ordinary born child 
ana kicks around and opens her eyes when- 
evershe wants food. ‘ihe doctors say they 
feel quite positive that she will live inthe 
incubator until she gets the growth and 
strength of a naturally born baby, and then 
she can be taken out to begin her regular ca- 
reer in the world. 

In about a week some doll-like clothing of 
lace will be given her. Now she is dressed as 
was on her birthday, that is if one considers 
the day of her birth her birthday rather 
than the day on which she will leave the in- 
cubator, 

In about six weeks from now, if the little 
one is living and continues to do as well 
as she ts now doing, she will be taken 
from the incubator and permitted to breathe 
natural air, like other bables. 

The incubator in which the little child 
rests is about 8% feet long and 2 feet wide 
and high. The glass doors in front are 
doubled, so that no steam can form upon the 
giass and so prevent the watchers from see- 
ing all that goes on within. On all sides of 
the incubator except the glass front there 
are three walls. Between the outer and the 
middle wall is a space an inch wide, through 
which the hot aircirculates. Between the 
middie and the inner wall is another space 
an inch wide, filled with water. Ine pur- 
pose is to give the Incubator a warm and 
moist atmosphere. 

On the lower part of the incubator, at each 
end, there are two flat pipes through which 
fresh air is drawn. Before the air reaches 
the inside of the incubator, however, it is 
prepared for the tiny lungs of the delicate 
child by passing all the way around the hot- 
air passage. Onthetop there are exhaust 
pipes for hotairandthe breathing air and 
openings through which the temperature 
within can be taken. 

The successful raising of a prematurely 
born child by the incubator isa very rare 
thing. The most notable case that has 
occurred in this city was that of the little 
boy, Joseph Grevert. He was about the 
sawe age (six months) as Mr. Haixht’s little 
girl when his mother gave him birth. The 
Greverts were neighbors of the Robinsons, 
and when the doctors told Mrs. Grevert that 
ber baby would die Mr, Robinson provided 
an incubator and the little one was raised. 
He is now 9 months old, and as sturdy, as 
healthy and as bright a youngster for his age 
as one could find in a day’s search.
